The fall of Shanghang to the’ 
communists; combined with the 
withdrawal to Canton of troops of 
the Glst ‘Division, which” was in 
charge of this area, has caused 
widespread , uneasiness, and from 
every side: are pouring in ‘reports 
of communist activity, bandit out- 
rages, and popular perturbation. 

Full details of the capture of 
Shanghang are still lacking. It! 
seems certain that there was great’ 
loss of life among the defending 
troops. Either, in ‘battle, or after 
being taken prisoner, it is "estimated, 
that ninety per cent, of thesg have 
perished. 

‘With the exception of the pre- 
mises of the Mennonite” Baptist 
Mission, the town is not known to 
have’ suffered extensively by burn+ 
ing; but over thirty Jeading citizens 
have been executed,

At the last annual general meet- 
ing,. the resolution ‘was passed 
that all mué tea? in Hongkony 
should be registered with the Seere- 
tary for Chinese Affairs"and it 
wits algo passed that the resolution 
was entrusted to the Executive 
its 
eventual adoption as an ordinance 
by ‘the Hongkong Government. 
After much deliberation on the 
|part of that committee and with 
‘repeated ‘amendments, that re- 
solution was early this year trans- 
mitted to the..Hongkong Govern- 
ment through the Secretary for 
Chinese Affairs, with the result 
that a reply was obtained from the 
Secretary for Chinese Affairs to 
the effect that, His Excellency the 
Governor of Hongkong, had kindly, 
promised to forward our repre- 
sentation to the.Secretary of State 
for the Colonies for approval be- 
fore its adoption and promulgation 
ag an ordinance. *

. An Act of Amnesty, _ 


Tt will be recalled that on April 
14, 1922 a elmilar. proclamation 
was ‘promulgated and since then, 
after-a lapse of more than seven 
years, tho effect meant to’ bear 
upon this system has hardly beow 
felt, inasmuch (a3 that = pro- 
mulgation provided: no concrete 
or drastic measure to combat the 
syetem with 4 view 
eradication. As to the froclama- 
tion of. the Secretary for Chinese 
“Affairs on May 16 last, it seems at 
first sight to have extended a help- 
Ing hand to'the ill-treated mut-tgat 
as.its sounds very much Jike ‘an act 
of amnesty enacted by a Manchu 
emperor fn the olden days, ba- 
cause, according to this proclama- 
tion, all oppressed mui-tsae cun re- 
cover their, entire ‘freedom with- 
out being. required to pay their 
masters or mistresses’ a’ sum of 
money for redemption, fie 1 

But when we come td {he can- 
crete facts it will be seen that 
their emancipation is not so very 
ensy «matter after all.. We mny 
ask how many oppressed: mui-tsar 
there have been who have effected 
their emahelpation since that pro. 
clamation wig published. .T dave 
say there have been very: few 
cases, ITs it because these mui-taar 
do. not wishuto be. set free as in- 
dependent human begins? Cer- 
tainly ‘not. Underlying it. all, 
there ure the following reasons: 

1. The muietsai are nearly ‘all 
illiterate, as most CHinege women 
have not the advantage of any 
education, Then how could these 
uneducated girls be expected: zo 
read newspapers, in’ which there 
was only one day's publication of 
a proclamation that wis of such 


important: concern to their life’s 


welfare? : 

2. They-are all afraid of the con- 
sequences of reporting themselves 
and their . grievances to the 
authorities. In the proclamation 
it was clearly made known that 
‘ti-tsai, who wished to be set 
free and returned to their parents 
must finst report to the Secretary 
for Chinese Affairs or to .the 
urarast Police .Stution.” To all 


protection to the oppressed. mut- 
tsai, but on the other hand, they 
found no little hindrance in this 
procedure fs these innocent ‘and 
ignorant girls, who had been so 
used to cruelty and oppression that 
they were disheartened ‘and 
frighténcd’ by. the consequences of 
going to repgrt.to the authori- 
ties, would siM®ly forsake. their 
intention and determination 'to re- 
cover their. jiberty and bear their 
lots with a patient shrug. 


A Mistaken Impression. 
"3 They gre. all, afraid of being 


.| committed to the custody of Po 


Leung Kuk, as ‘it is often heard 
that mui tsai, who have submitted 
their grievances to the Secretary 


for’ Chinese Affairs but failed | 


to-obtain liberty pending the final 
decision of that authority, will be 
committed to the custody of Po 
Leung Kuk. Under ‘this mistaken 
impression, they . have often. re- 
frained from making complaints to 
the authorities. en 

I learnt’ from my deceased 
friend, the late Mr. Au Funy-chi, 


that while he served as a clerk.in | 


the Secretariat for Chinese Affairs 
he often found innocent women 
being kidnapped from the interior 
and forced into prostitution, While 
they were, cross-examined  be- 
fore being registered as ‘licensed 
prostitutes with the Secretary for 
Chinese Affairs, they would all 


‘make more or less the same ‘con-‘ 


fession that they had already been 
prostitutes elsewhere, and would 
deny that they had-been forced to 
get'a licence. -Of course, most ov 
them were found out. after rigid 
cross-examination and investiga- 
tion, : ; : 

. Mr, Au would try to question 
them after each" case. why they had 
not confessed that they had beon 
forced to becume prostitutes, and 
in most cases they would. plexd 
that they had been-under the mla- 
xiving .that they would be sent to 
the Po Leung Kuk if they had 
made the true confession, They 
would add that they had. been. 
forced to confess that they 
meee : ‘: x if 
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boon. prostitates -before so that 


‘they might easily’ get the licence, 


whence they might manage to find 
a way out of their’ doom and so 
recover their Uberty and ‘indepen- 
dence by marrying good husbands 
while. being. prostitutas. — 

All this‘shows how. éasily these 


poor innocent women may be In- 


timldated into proferring to be- 
come prostitutes rather than to be. 
entruated «to the custedy of Po 
Leung Kuk, Similarly, the cruel, 
heartless mistross cin resort to 
the same dodge to ‘cower the 
ignorant, . helpless muistsat Into 
sudmission because the latter: look 
upon going. Into Po Leung Kuk 
ag not so much as a. charitable 
organisation but asa reformatory 
for women criminals. ~ * 


Eradication Still Remote.’ ” 

For these three main reasons, 
very few oppressed mui-tsai Would 
go to make complaints to «the 
authorities, unless when they had 
been. so cruelly treated-that they | 
found no other ‘altérnative of de- 
liverance but to run the risk of 
reporting to the authorities. Re- 
cently the Secretary tor Chinese 
Affairs has adopted quite drastic 
measures in-some “xtreme cases of |: 
cruelty by inff ting ‘corporal 
punishment on .ne . oppressers. | 
But this will not have any deter- 
rent effect on the callous oppres- 
sors, While the complete erndica- 
tion.of the odious mui-tsai system 
13 still as remote as ever.. Now, 
let us venture to enumerate all the 
drawbacks of the promulgation of. a 
mere proclamation forbidding the 
buying and ‘selling of  mui-tsai 
without enforcing ‘an Ordinance 
of registration, 

1. No muil.tsai will dare to claim 
liberty until they are ill-treated,to 
such a degree as they can see for 
themselvey that such a smiserable | 
life of slavery: is no. better than 
death, ‘ , 

2. Owners of mui-tyai will‘not be 
able to see that cruelty to these 
girls is a crime itself and is 
punishable by law, therefore, they 
are liable to continue committing 
the crime nonchalantly, 

8, In order to, escape the con- 
sequences of. the breach of this 
law, they, are apt to ‘sell the mui- 
tsai for prostitution. 

4, The crafty owners: will 
destroy ‘the deeds or bonds, 
specifying their lefal possession 
of the mui-tsai, so that they can 
still possess these girls as adopted 
daughters instead of slave girls.: 
It is heard that mpui-tsai will 
change hands .without being 
legalised by possession deeds so as 
to escape Iegal consequences, the 
only rengirenipn® being an adver- 
tisement in newspapers specifying 
thé purchase of such and such 
girls as adopted daughters. 
Should this be true, then this 
vicious system, would have develop- 
ed a' new phase that is worth our 
attention. i. 


Number Unknown. 

5. Failing ‘the enforcement of 
registration, the actual number of 
muietsai in the Colony ig unavail- 
able and statistical records of their 
increase or decrease are algo im- 
possible. au . 

6, There is no-time limit fixed 
for the complete mmancipation of 
mui-tsat. 

7, Should.the owners of mui-tsai 
abide by this proclamation. to set 
them all free, then the authorities 
would be at a loss to dispose‘of all 
these girls as some of them might 
find no parents to return to, some 
might have been kidnapped from 
the. interior and changed chands 
more than once, some might have 
been left by old masters ta the 
young ones, some might have been, 
bought from parents who could no 
longer be traced gr located, while 
some might still be too young to 
lead an independent life.as maid 
servants. All these cases of such 
an intricate nature and origin can 
easily be dealt with by an Or- 
dinance of Registration. «. Rs 

On the other hand the enforce- 
ment of the ordinance of registra- 
tion will entail'no drawbacks but 
six advantages, which are a8 
follows: . : 

1, It will positively stop the buy- 
Ing and selling of muz-tsai and 
secure an actual number of the 
present ones to bé set free and 
place: them. on official record... 

2. It will ensure the right. of 


rnwners to use mut-taai until they 


are emaicipated go - they. have no 
fear of falling into pltfalls of 
legal consequences. “ 
8. It will afford safe protection 


to mui-teat placed on the records 


‘against cruelty so.that-they,. may rc 


not be sold as slrives by the 
‘indertpulous owners and the kid- 
nappers who will find "no mora 
chance of practising their trade. 


Registration Advantages. 

‘4. Not only: ‘will no more . in- 
nocent girls be bartered and sold, 
as slaves, but tho presenl mui-tsai 
can be alther’ safely returned to, 
thelr paronts or set free at tho 
age of elghteen when they’ can 
anrn their living independently oa 
“maid-sarvants. In this way the 
number’ of muf-tsai will be dim-

The launch of the new airship 
‘took’ place «at dawn, The. news’ 
soon spread and hundreds of people 
came to witness the event. ‘Tail 
first, the airship, which is 712 feet 
long. was hauled quickly from the 
hangar. Then,. with her nose 
pointing to'the mooring mast which 
is 200 feet ‘high, R101 was held 
down, roped to big ‘rings in the 
ground, while ‘the mooring’ cable | 
from the mast head was linked’ 
with the mooring cable that runs 
through the nose cap of the ship. 

Then she was released and float- 
ed slowly upwards. After three 
‘loads ‘of ballast had been thrown 
overboard she soared higher than 
the mast. Ropes tightened and 
gradually with three winches at’ 
fwork her nose \was brought nearer 
‘and nearer to the head of the mast. 
A burst of chéering came from 
the crowd when the ship's nosecap 
was seen to slip’ into the. locking 
cup of ‘the mast head, The awing- 
‘ing arm was then withdrawn into 
the head and the ship remained so 
motionless in thd absence of wind 
that she too looked almost part‘of 
the mast.—Britiah Wireless, 

Reuter adds that the airship is 
the largest -ever' built, and that, 
her ‘trial flights will precede a 
flight to Karachi. :
